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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Tlie rejection stands because peak 146 of the derivative waveform 143 goes from a positive to negative slope, 
wtiicli is equivalent to applicants differentiated profile 402 shown in applicants Figure 4. It is important to point out that applicants profile 402 
is differentiated from one profile peak 304. In other words profile 402 was differentiated from the single left most peak 304 in applicants 
Figure 3C, and therefore the differentiated waveform 402 is not interpreted as described in the remarks filed 6-12-2009, but rather as 
including only the left edge and top of the line shown in applicants Figure 3A, as described in applicants specification at [0035] to [0040].
